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GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 


Gentlemem of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Washington: 


Custom requires the infliction of a “speech” on this cceusion, A 
temporary and accidental occupancy of my present position, and my op- 


„ portunities for becoming familiar with the geography, topography ond his-

tory of our Territory having been limited, this requirement is somewhat 
onorous. I hope, therefore, you will not expect minute details in the 
thoughts now to be submitted. — - 

From what I have heard, seen and read, however, I believe there is 
d bright, a glorious future, for the Territory of Washington. She les 
between, and in the thoroughfare of populons and mighty nations; a large 


` part of the world’s commerce must ultimately pass over her bosom. She 


borders upon the majestic Pacific, and has within her limits an inlond sea, 
sufiiciently capacious to furnish safe anchorage for all the shipping now 
built, and it is filled with clams, crabs, oysters, salmon, and all the best 
vatieties of fish. She is drained by the great Columbia aud its beautiful 
tributaries, ‘There is on these rivers the finest water-power on the globe, ' 
and enough to propel all the machinery in use. She has the thickest, 
largest and tallest timber that grows, and is undoubtedly the best lomber- 
ing country on earth ; and yet she contains many beautiful and lovely 
prairies, Her coal, iron, copper, silver and Goro fields, bid fair to equal, 
if not surpass, any yet discovered. Her fertile soil produces apples, 
A-l

pears, plums, and all the berries to perfection, Wheat, rye, oats, pens 
beans and barley grow admirably. Her yield of hemp, flax and th 
grasses is unsurpassed ; and in the production of cabbages, turnips, rora- 
Tors and vegetables generally she is unequaled. Besides, her valleys ore 
blessed with a mild pleasant climate—a climate neither too hot nor too 
cold, too dry nor much too wet | 


Everything considered, Washington Territory certainly posseses great- 
er natural advantages, more of the elements of wealth and true greatness, 
than are foand in cny other Territory or State on this continent. Thera 
is found nowhere else so many facilities for acquiring all the staples which 
supply the wants of life, and make a people prosperous, independent ant - 
happy, Here agriculture, commerce, manufacturing, mre, lumbering, 
fishing, and all the various employments of industry may be profitably 
and successfully pursued. No other people are equally blessed with pure, 
clear cold water from snow-capped mountains, and at the same time 
breathe the pore air and enjoy the gentle breeze from the great ocean— 
consequently no people are ina greater degree blessed with the best of 
earthly blessings, good health ; a health :that invigorates, cheors and 
completes true greatness and produces perfect enjoyment. With a proper 
devélopment of her illimitable natural advantages, who shall predict the 
future greatness, or assign limits to the brilliant destiny of the Territory 
of Washington ? 

Let it never be forgotten, however, that these great advantages aud 
blessings bring with them corresponding duties and responsibilities—duaties 
we cose perform, responsibilities we cannot shirk. 

Scheol-honses, college edifices and temples in which to worship Al- 
mighty Ged, must be erected and sustained , public highways opened 
cnd kept ia repair ; bridges built and kept up ; and public morals estab- 
lished ond maintcined ; for no people can be truly prosperous and happy 
who do not duly appreciate and properly guard public and private mor- 
ale. With o view to the proper and permanent establishment of moral 
ity, I commend to your favorable consideration the common school —the 
poor, though intellectual and honest boy's college. Legislators who 
would establish the liberties and happiness of the people, must not neg- 
Icet their education. Experience demonstrates the perfect success of the 
common school system—that the masses cau be educated, and that it is 
cheaper to educate the people than to punish the vices and crimes inci- 
dent to ignorance. History shows that those communities having the 
lorgest number of well sustained schools, colleges and churches, need fesz- 
est jails oud gibbets ; therefore, I earnestly recommend the enactment of 
liberal Jaws on the subject of common schools—laws which will put them 
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on a permanent basis, and thus secure to all our children a liberal edu 
cation, 

In warmly urging you to take under your fostering care onr free 
schools, I would by no means have you forget or neglect the great interests 
involved in our present and future seminaries and colleges. Our manif- 
cent donations of lands for educational purposes, should be carefully 
watched and guarded, and no part of them suffered to be squandered 
under any pretext. In all cases, those intrusted with the selection or sale 
of these lands, or with the management or disbursement of funds arising 
from their sale, should be held to a strict and serntinizing accountability. 

In my judgment, yon should consider well what powers and priv- 
ileges are couferred over these lands by existing laws of Congress, and 
should not transcend them yourselves nor suffer others to do so. I can- 
not advise 2 ratification of illegal acts in relation to them. Their safety 
depends upon & rigid and faithful observance of the law aszis. A want 
of such observance may, and I fear will lose us a part, if not the whole 
of these lands, and wreck all our hopes based upon them. All wrong 
doers who would squander any part of these lands, should be frowned 
down by an enlightened and patriotic public sentiment. 

A conviction of duty compels me to say in this connection, I regard . 
the acts of the last Legislative Assembly in relation to the Untversrry 
Lanns, as illegal and void ; and the action of the Commissioners hasty : 
and unwarranted, It is for you to determine, after a careful examination 
of the law and the report of the Commissioners, what legislation, if any, 
should be had ; and in any that may be, you should consider thé public 
gocd and that only. 

I also regard the acts of last winter, in relation to the Capital and 
the Penitentiary, as very wafortwnale, A. careful consideration of all the 
facts inclines me to think wisdom: and fairness require the re-location of 
the Capital, at złe place the voters of the Territory may designate at the 
next general election. A law can be framed which will make such place 
the legal Capital. I do not make this suggestion to appesse our Vancou- 
ver friends, for I think their action, since the decision of onr Supreme 
Court, improper and in very bad taste, to sey the least—I make jt that 
this vexed question may be honorably and satisfactorily settled—settled 

to the eatisfaction of the people. 

A gite having been selected and cleared, and the title thereto ap- 
proved at Vancouver, and it being more central than Port Townsend, a 
due respect io the public interest and wishes requires the relocation of 
the Penitentiary at that place, and that too, without legislative trading. 

It is a matter of profound regret that subjects of public concern 
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chould ever be made to yield to private interest, and that the publie ming 
should be harrassed and, di:tracted with the settlement of question 
which should have had no existence ; yet when such do exist, I know of 
uo better way to settle thefa than that pointed out by equal and exact 
justice to all parties ond seetions, The adoption of these recommends 
tious will, it is believed, do that justice, and give general if not universo 
eatisfoction. These location questions must sooner or later be settled by 
the Law of population, and the sooner they are settled the better for cll 
eoacerned. ; 

The universalexperienee of mankind proves the necessity of laws 
ea the subject of usury. No country can permanently prosper without 
them, for no country is without its Shylocks—these who have vo eeruples 
of conscience in preying upou the wants and necessities of their fellow 
men—thoze who “ get-all they ean, and keep all they get." The argu- 
ment that such Jaws are always violated, would apply with equal force te 
the laws against perjury, larceny, murder or other crime. Because bod 
men will violate the Jaws, shonld they therefore berepealed ? Such arga- 
mentation would insult common intelligence: Wary traders aud speculc- 
tors are always oble to hold their own with, and get from, the honest and 
unsuspecting all they should have, with every legal restraint thrown 
oround them. Besides, high rates of interest cripple trade, and prevent 
honest legitimate investments of capital, by tempting the usurer to board 
for the purpose of preying upon the unfortunate poor. 

High interests beget a desire to become wealthy, and cause hundre § 
to violnte that wholesome injunction “hasten not to berich” Tgorbi- 
font interests fearfully increase the anxiety to make a pilo quick, and 
hurry back tothe States. That desire, I fear, tempts many to evil acto— 
acts Which were scorned prior to becoming so influenced, The unholy 
désive for sudden riches has ruined thousands. I'am in favor of cvery 
just measure that has a tendency to restrain that desire, for I regard it 
c3 the great evil of our age and nation. Having examined the tortible 
effects of usury from various stand-points, I feel constrained to recommend 
the pasoage of n stringent law against it. 

AJ good citizens acknowledge and respect the sauctity of the mor- 
rioge relation. Yet, the interests of society are often stabbed and stricken 
down, ond publie centiment outraged and insulted by disregarding that 

conetity, in severing those who have Leen united in vedlosk's holy bands. 
Thase ties should ba sundered only by courts of competent jurisdiction, 
and only for cze couzo—the scriptural ground “for a writing of divozco- 
ment," Ieiecrely hope you will serupulously abstain from granting n 
siagio divorce during your present session. 
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‘there should be some legislation to protect onr youth from the bane- 


- fal influences of intemperance, sabbath bresking, gambling, idlencsz, and 


their accompanying vices, If men will keep tippling houses and gambling 
hells, they should be compelled by Taw to do so privately. 

Qur villages and public thoroughfares should be cleared of the poor, 
miserable and degraded savage, to protect the youth of Loth raves from 
eontaminatión by contact. 

As enlightened men, and Christian legislators, yon shonld make snit- 
able provisions for unfortunate fellow beings, either deaf and dumb, blind 
idiotic or insane, Such provisions for such mufortunates would g gladdew 
thé hearts of all trng philanthropists, and be hailed as an omen of that 
true and genuine religion which *'boasteth not itself,” bnt delighteth in 
doing the will of * our Father who artin heaven,”—a religio: that should 


characterize the conduct of all who enjoy tbe many blessings of the nine- 
teenth century “at high twelve.” 


Many important considerations influence me in this connection, to 
urge the election of Chaplains for each house of this Legislative Assem- 
bly. The representatives öf frecmen iu this day and age of the world 


` should not be afraid nor ashamed to acknowledge publicly their depend- 


> 


énce upon the God of nations, and ask His blessing daily upon them- 
selves, thei country and their labors. If you follow this snggestion, I 
hope to get the Government to make such Chaplains reasonable remaner- 
ntion for their services. 
' A revision of our laws is badly needed and should be provided for at 
the Territorial expense. 
- Yt is to be hoped you will adopt some suitable means fo secure a fair 


representation of the Territory at the next World's fair to be held at 


Loniva, : 

Laws providing a fair and equitable apportionment for the next Leg- 
idlaturey and the re-assignment of our judges, should be passed—that all 
our fellow citizeus, and all the varied interests of our Territory may be 
properly represented, and that all our people may enjoy equal facilities 
ond advantages in our courts of justice, 

The nnequalled richness of our silver and gold mines will cause the 
eastern portion-of our Territory to settle with unprecedented rapidity. 
Bold, hardy, enterprising miners, by thousands and tens of thousands, will 
Iceate among us within the next six months, They will expect to be 
greeted and welcomed by our Judges and other civil officers, and to enjoy 
the rights and blessings which flow from an enlightened and liberal govern- 


‘ment. ‘That they may not be disappointed, I respectfully urge upon your 


consideration the propriety of dividing the Territory into three judicial dis- 
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triets, equalizing the labors of the judges, as nearly as may bo, and giving 
to suitors every possible facility for obtaining justice in our coarts. 

lam aware of difficulties attending such districting, and that any — 
plan which can be sabmitted will be subject to objectiou, yet I ventare to 
propose the following districts : 

lst Distriet, the Sound section. 

2d District, the Columbia river region. 

8d or Mining District, all that part of the Territory east of a point 
fifty miles east of Walla Walla. I also propose that each of our judges 
be required to hold c.urt in at least two places. Say, for example, st 
Olympia and Port Forwnsend iu the first or Sound District; at Vonconver 
and Walla Walla, in the second or River District, and at Pierce City, 
and Smithville, or such other place as the judge assigned to that dis- 
trict may designate, in the Third or Miniug District. This arrangement 
will aecommodate citizens of ull parts of our Territory, and notwith- 
standing the.judge assigned to the Third or Mining District will have 
much the largest share of labor, itis, in my judgment, as near an equita- 
' ble distribution of jndicinl duties as can be made at this time. It pro- 
vides for three courts on each side of the mountains, and although the 
weight of population is even now, before the accession of the spring emi- 
gration, greatly in favor of our brethren the other side of the Cascades, 
yet it is believed they will be satisfied with this arrangement, at least for 
the next year, but it would be unreasonable to ask or expect them to be 
content with less than half our courts, when they have ot least two-thirds 
of the population, and will certainly have nine-tenths of the litigation. 

I suggest the propriety of setting apart by law, the first week of 
each term of our District and Territorial Courts for pleading aid mo- 
king up issues ; and that jurors, parties and witnesses be required to 
commence their attendance the second, instead of the first week of each 
term. Such s law would be a great saving to the publie, and would very 
materially lessen the burthens, delays and hardships of litigation. 


In this connection, it is proper to call your attention to the necessity 
of 2 code of miners’ laws, for the benefit of our citizens engaged in that 
the great the controlling interest of our Territory. ‘Those laws should be 
liberal and just; such as have been foun! by experience to work well iu 
California and other mining districts. ‘The Generel Government should 
be immediately informed of our rich discoveries, and warmly urged to se- 
care to us, and those who may come among us, by treaty stipulations, the 
right fo work the mines throughout the entire gold-bearing region of our 
Territory. Without such treaties, we have no legal or moral right to eu- 
Aer upon or work any of the mines in those vast regious, covered by the 
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mprovident and unjust treaties made with the Nez Perces and other In- 
dian trines, and included within boundaries which were improperly as- 
signed to said Indians. The attention of the General Government must 
be called to this subject to prevent hostilities with the Indians, which 
will grow out of encroachments ou our part, unless something is speedily” 
done in the premises. 

In this connection, I canuot too warmly and earnestly urge upon you 
the necessity for a prompt, efficient and thorough organization of the mi- 
litia of this Territory. War—a stupendous war—actnaly exists in our 
beloved country, und before it closes, for “the end is not yet" we may 
have trouble with the savages, and quite as likely, difficulties with the 
Mormons, friends of a Pacific Republic, and other traitors, all combined. 
The adage tells us “in time of peace prepare for war.” Although the 
citizens of the Pacific coast are not now actually engaged in war, I feel 
it my duty, as a sentinel upon the watch tower, to sound the tocsin of 
alarm, and call upon you, the Senators and Represenfatives of a brave, 
honest and chivalrons constituency, to prepare for their common safety by 
providing means for their common defense. 

There are in this Territory not more than six thousand men, between 
the ages of sixteen and sixty, capable of bearing arms, while there are 
at least twelve thousand Indian warriors, and those east of the Cascades 
fine horsemen—a fair forest cavalry. 

There are about two hundred and fifty thousand Indians west of the 
Mississippi river; of these fifty thousand are warriors. Strike a line 
north aud south through Omaha City, in Nebraska Territory, and west of 
that line there is not to-day 2 single United States soldier to protect the 
population from the incursions of this formidable foe. I do not call at- 
tention to these notable facts, and thus warmly urge a favorable conside- 
ration of this recommendation, to produce a panic in the public mind, but 
to convince you of the necessity for action, prompt and energetic. 

By a law of Congress, approved August 5th (last), our Territory 
is calied upon for “seven thousand, seven hundred and fifty-five and ozs- 
third dollars.” Both patriotism and pride require us to meet that call 
promptly. You can save our tax-paying people fifteen per centum of this 
amount by assuming its,collection and payment. If the General Govern- 
ment has to collect it, our people will have the whole amount to pay, and 
the public treasury will be little benefitted ; therefore, both duty, interest. 
and patriotism require you to provide for its prompt and faithful payment, 

If you make this necessary and reasonable provision, you will bave 
to give the Secretary of the Treasury notice of your action, The adop- 
tion of this suggestion will secure for you the confidence and respect of 
our Government, and will be proof that you understand and appreciate, 
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the important and peculiar relation existing between "Territorial Legisia. 
tors and the General Government, and vill command for your memorials 
and requests, respect and consideration. 

And here, I may remark, nothing would give mo greater pleasura 
than for this honorable Legislative Assembly to adopt some resolations, 
calling the attention of our patriotic citizens to the National Loan for tho 
purpose of raising funds to sustain our Government as our fathers made 
it. There certainly are citizens in this Territory who would subseribe to 
this loan. 


I should also like to see resolutions passed, calling upon Union-loy- 
ing men to stand by Union-loving men in all things, and at all times, and 
resolving not to trade with, or in any manner countenance, those who are, 
base enongh to oppose the Administration in its laudable and patriotic 
efforts to sustain the Government. For men who can distinguish in this 
crisis between the Administration and the Government, are, to shy the 
least, of doubtful loyalty; and such men are sure to be blind to the fact 
that the leaders of the rebellion have in no single instance since its inang- 

- uration, appealed to the people for their approval, but have carefully, con- 
stantly and despotically abrog sted the people's rights. They have proved 
themselves enemies of a republican form of government—tyrants of the 
first water. They have ruled their negroes and poor white neighbors 
until they have ruined themselves, and now wish to rnin the free North. 

Your attention is respectfully called to the statements, reports, me- 
morials, &c., herewith filed, and numbered from one to twelve inclusive, 

Agricultare, the great employment of the masses of our country, 
should be encouraged. This can be done in an eminent degree, by paying 
liberal bonuses ont of the Territorial Treasury to agricultural societies. 
This plan has been found to work well wherever it has been tried, 


The copies of memorials in the archives of this Territory convince 
me you have generally passed too many; that you have been in the habit 
of asking too much, and relying too little upon your own strength. Tt is 
time.we should depend upon our own resources for many if not most of 
our wants. Our patriotic people will cheerfully contribute to the common 
fand for the common good. They will not grumble at being reasonably 
taxed for free schools, for roads, for a revision of our laws, for the sup- 
port of the unfortunate and afflicted, for the groper organization of 
the milli, for RAISING THE AMOUNT DUE THE Unrrep Srares by ect of Con- 
gress approved the 5th day of August last, or for any other reasonable 
purpose—especially now, when our Government is being tried most sorely, 
and needs all its "esourees to put down the gigantic rebellion. I would 
secommend, therefore, few memorials. You might, perhaps, select two 
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or three subjects of most importance, and concentrate your whole strength 
ond have reasonable hope of success ; but spread out all over space, asio 
for everything you faney agreeable, and you villget nothing. Besides we 
should: not aow ask for anything which would in the least weaken the 
General Government, however, important to us ; for Arp our future de- 
pends upon its perpetuity. 

For myself, I think of but one thing I would willingly ask at prese. 
cnt; it would be for authority to hang traitors—men who with long faces 
ery peace, peace, in this time of their country’s greatest war and greatest 
peril. Our Government has always dealt too leniently with men who 
oppose it in times of war. I would rejoice to know thatsneh men would 
speedily receive the punishment their treason merits. 

For, call the course pursued by them “Southern rights,” call it 
^ States rights,” call it “Secession,” call it “ Rebellion,” call it '* Revoln- 
tion,” call it what you will, and then sugar-coat and ornament its name 
in the most artistic manner by the use of high-sounding words, arranged 
and marshaled into well rounded sentences and paragraphs, and it is 
Treason still. Treason against the Government, Treason against our glo- 
rious Constitution, Treason against the rights and hopes of philanthro- 
pists throughout the world—Treason against everything near and déar 
and sacred to an American freeman,—-Treason against religion and reli- 
gions God. Yes, fellow citizens, the course pursued by certain peace 
men, is Treason—pure and nnadulterated Treason. Treason in all its 
hideous and loathsome deformity ; and all the leaders of this unholy re- 
bellion in the South, and. their aiders, abettors and sympathizers in tho 
North, who cry peace, peace, when there is no peace, are traitors, and 
deserve a traitor’s punishment here, ond will receive a traitor's curse here- 
after. No matter whether they call themselves Douglas-Democrats, 
Breckeuridge-Democrats, Union-men, Americans, Know-Nothings, or 
friends of Peace, Prace! There wasa peace party in this country in 
the days of the American revolution ; there was a Mezican peace party 
in our country a few years ago, and notwithstanding the ignominious fate 
of all these peace parties, and of all the peace men of which they were 
composed, we have a large peace party in this country now. A posco 
party ! A peace party, when the Constitution of our country, the last 
best hope of the philanthropist is being stealthily stabbed! A peges 
party, when the enemies of civil and religious liberty, the dearest rights 
of man, are known to be abroad with arms in hand; a peace party, when 
our country’s Capitol, bearing the name of Washington | is menaced ; a 
peace party, when & part of the public purse and property of the peoplo 
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cto in tho posseccion of public ond private plunderem. May tho members 
of this poca party bo ze? forgiven, they doknow what they do } 
Hollow-frcemen, notwithstanding our country’s troubles, and the dan 
gers by which we exo surrounded, yet ours is 5 highly favored commanity, 
If wo are tras to ourselves—trae to the greot trusts confided to us—trao 
to the instincts of Zikerty and the rights of man, we shall seon be a great, 
o glorious State—aou integral part of a great and glorious nation, living 
under and protected by one great ond glorious Constitution, shielded cud 
animated by the some glorions flog, without the diminution of o single 
Giov or the ronding of o solitary stripe, that waved ove? and onimated 
our fathers while they fought for freedom. Glorious old stay spangled 
honner—“long may you wove o'er the homes of the free and the land of 


the brave.”

Sir :—I take great pleasure in performing that part of my duty as 
Quarter Master General of Washington Territory, which requires-that I 
should report to you annually, before the meeting of the Legislative As- 
combly, and have now the honor to submit to you my official report as 
such for the pest year. 

The grade c of arms for this Territory received last summer, consisted 
of two Colt’s revolving rifles with bayonets complete, and Many three 
poizs Colts holster pistola with carbine breach. 

There are at present, in the block house in Olympia, the following 
Territorial arms, to-wit: 212 pound Howitzers, complete with Ammu- 

~ nition Boxes, Harness, &c.; 82 Rifle Muskets, with Bayonet; 195 U. 
S, Muskets; 5 U. S. Rifles. 1 Colts Revolving Rifle; 3 Cavalry Sabres. 

These arms have just been thoroughly cleaned and are now in good 
order. Besides those already mentioned, there are a few old, damaged 
small arms of various kinds, all of which are completely useless and of no 
intrinsic value, I therefore exclude them from the list. 

Y have issued during the past season the following arms: One how- 
itzer complete, and twenty U. S. Muskets to Jefferson county. Pifty- 
eight U. S. Muskets and three Cavalry Sabres to the militia company 
organized at Port Madison. Twenty pairs Holster Pistols and six Cav- 
alry Sabres to the Lewis county Mounted Rangers. One case containing 
twenty Rifles to Whateom county, and three Cavalry Sabres to the Pierce 
county Volunteers. 

There have been also issued to the members of the last Legislative 
Assembly of W. T., forty-seven Rifles, and to the Indian Department, 
twenty rifles, and four pairs Holster Pistols. These arms were supplied 
tothe Indian Department at a time when hostilities on the part of the 
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Indians at different parts on the Sound were anticipated, with the under- 
standing that these arms would ,Ue returned at any time they might hg 
called for. 

I have also issued to private individuals upon the same conditions, 
sundry Rifles, fifteen U. S. Muskets, one Colt’s Revolving Rifle, nine pair 
Holster Pistols, and thirteen damaged small arms, for which I have indi. 
vidaal receipts, 

The quota of arms for this Territory for the next season, will consist 
entirely of U. S. Rifles. I beg leave to state that, in con equence of the 
Campuess of the block house in which the arms are kept, they were be- 
coming foul and rusty, consequently I was compelled to employ an ar- 
morer to clean them up, and there being no available funds to meet tho 
expense thus created, I would respectfully suggest that this matter bo 
brought to the notice of the Legislative Assembly, in order that it may 
make the necessary appropriation to defray the same.

Sm :— Phe Hon. Secretary of the Treasury has referred to this office 
for proper action, your communication of the 21st of January last, en- 
closing a copy of a Joint Resolution of the Legislative Assembly of your 
Territory, asking for authority to pay for the serviees of an Enrolling 
aud Engrossing elerk from the funds in your hands. 

While I co not question the necessity of such officers, I know of no 
authority that would justify their employment and payment from the Le- 
gislative fand, nor, indeed, from any other available to the Department. 
The provision in the Organic Act of the Territory relative to the officers 
of the two Houses is as follows: . 

* * “t And & Chief-Clerk, one Assistant Clerk, a Sergeant- 
at-Arms, and Door-keeper, may be chosen for each House; and the 
Chief Clerk shall receive five dollars per day, and the said other officers 
three dollars per day during the session of the Legislative Assembly; but 
no other officers shall be paid by the United States.” This is too expli- 
cit to admit of discussion. 

The some necessity in this respect having existed in some of the 
other territories, specific provision was made for them by Congress. I 
beg to refer you to page 567, Vol. IX., Statutes at large, and page 257, 
Vol, X., for cases in point. I have no donbt but that a memorial to the 


~ same effect from the Assembly, and urged by your delegate, would meet

Sin—Your letters of the 2d and 5th of, February last, containing 
copies of sundry Resolutions acopted by the Legislative Assembly at its 
late session, came duly to hand. 

Those resolutions directing you to pay Wm. H. Pope, for copying, 
‘and James Lodge, for printing the Decisions of the Supreme Court of 
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the Territory, you will not entertain, on the ground stated in letter of 
this office to you of 6th March last. Nor that directing you to pay to 
the Chief Clerk of cach Honse twenty days’ extra compensation for copy- 
ing the Journals for the printer, | 

In the circular relative to the publie printing in the Territorics, dated 
Oct. 10, 1855, several copies of which were furnished you with your 
letter of instructions, occurs the following: “ 5th. It has been decided 
“that the daily journal, or proceedings, should be printed in book form, 
“and only one composition is hereafter to be ‘paid for by the United 
“States on account thereof, which is the practice pursued by both Houses 
*of Congress and the State Legislatures. The facilities now afforded 
* jn the Territories for printing, which did not probably exist when organ- 
* ized, it is believed will enable this to be done daily, without detriment 
“to the due course of Legislation. The requisite number of copies for 
“distribution will be retained, to be indexed as heretofore, and bound 
“ander your supervision.” 

To give effect to this instruction, the Clerk in charge of the journal 
of each House must furnish daily a copy of the minutes to the printer, 
and it was therefore, esteemed to be a part of his duty, for which com- 
pensation was provided in his per diem, and this he has received. 

The Resolution directing a re-print of all the laws of the Territory 
presumes their revision or codification, and as provision for this prelimi- 
nary action was sought from Congress almost simultaneously with the 
adoption of the above resolution, (See Memorial, Session Laws, 1860-61 
p. 139) the immediate performance of the work by the printer could 
` hardly have been in contemplation. But whether this was or was not 
the case, it could not be authorized now. The regular annual appropri- 
ation made for Legislative expenses does not ccver the printing of more 
than the results of the annual legislation. It has always been held that 
a re-print, or the printing of a codification of the laws, is a matter for 
the special action of Congress, and it is the duty of the Territorial Dele- 
gate to see that itis had. While, therefore, this resolution cannot be 
entertained, that directing the printing of 500 copies of the School and 
Road law, in pamphlet form, for distribution among the officers of schools 
and supervisors of roads, may, and you will accordingly cause it to be 
` complied with. 

These instructions are addressed to you on the presumption that you 
have not yet becn relieved by your successor.

will be necessary to complete the work of selecting the forty-six thousand 
and eighty acres granted to the Territory for University purposes. 

Those undetermined parcels are valuable, hence their selection. 

‘I shall take pleasure in forwarding a full report of all our doings 
under the law of our appointment, when your honorable body shall indi- 
cate a desire therefor.

To the Legislative Assembly of Washington Territory: 


We hereby make s report to your Honorable Body of our doings 
uuder the Act of our appointment of Janus ay 11, A. D. 1861, 

We met as required by the law, Feb. 22d, 1861, and after teking 
the oath of office, organized by appointiag ‘Daniel Bagley President of 
the Board, and agreed upon a plan of operations. We selected the teu 
oere site adjoining the town of Seattle, in King county, W. T., upon a 
beautiful eminence overlooking Elliot's Bay and Puget Sound—the Hon. 
A. A. Denny donating eight anda fraction ecres, and Messrs, Terry 
ond Londer the other one snd o fraction. Wehad deeds of the shove 
lond exeeuted as required by law, aud approved by the Secretary and 
Acting Govenor, H. M. McGull. 

The President gave bonds in the sum of ten thousand dollars, aa 
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vegnired by the Governor, with D. Horton, J. Williamson end. Henry 
Van Asselt approved sureties. 

We have cleared (grabbed) and fenced the ten acre site with o 
good picket fence, with cedar posts, and the same issubstantially painted . 
We have erected and nearly completed a University building, 50 by 80 
feet pnd two stories in height, beside belfry and observatory. 

The foundation is solid masonry: the work throughont of the most 
substantial character. 

l The building is divided into four rooms above, including the grond 
lecture room 36 by 80 feet, and six belw, beside the enterance hall of 19 
fest, running through the building. 

Messrs. Pike and Russell are the architects, Jordan and Thorndyke 
the plasterers, and H. Pike outside aad H. Gorton inside painters. Ac- 
companying we send a diagram of it, including the house for the Presi- 
dent, etc. 

A good school of some thirty students is in progress, A, g. Mercer, 
A. B., late of Ohio, teacher. 

The President's bonso is 40 by 50 feet, solid foundation, brick and 
cement cellar. 

Tt is divided into seven rooms below and three above, plastered and 
painted. - 

The boarding house is E^ by 48 feet, a plain box building, intended! 
for a front addition if the school is thoroughly organized and developed, - 

A full supply of the purest of spring water is constantly running, brought 
adistariee of 1400 feet in charred pump logs The buildings are oll ready 
for uso, end nearly completed. 

"The grounds are sown with wheat and.blue grass. 

‘Thera are some eompáratively small contracts not completed, which 
vill be as soon as conveinent, 

‘We beganin April without one dollar, we have done the work spe: 
cifed above. We have never dishonored an order. We have kept 
clear of debt as required by the law, and have not had any serious -degi 
dent, or misunderstanding. Have endeavored to do our duty sed no 
wore. ‘Chat we have not erred in judgment és too much to hope, 

We have, as shown in ouv schedule report, selected andlocated in 
various parts of the Territory and of various kinds and quality 29,151 
19-100 acres of land. - . 

There remain to be located 16,928 21-100 acres. We have soli 


20,524 70-100 acres at $1 50 per acre, making $86,787 04, 


A large portion of it is timbered land, worthless except for the tim- 
ber, and that is decreasing every year materially, owing to fires and tres-

“On page 47, Donation Act, section 10 reads— "That there be arg 
bezeby is granted to the Territory of Oregon two townships of land, &e, 
to,cid in the establishment ofa University, &c. When Wasbingtoz 
Territory wes separated from~Oregon, two townships were reserved to 
coeh, in lieu of the two to Oregon. Page 54, section 4, Organie Act. 

** Although different terms are here used, we conclude and maintain 
there was no departure on the part of Congress from its policy as laid 
own in section 10, aboye referred to, and which is the basis of our ac- 
ton, 

“The Territorial legislation is in the acts upon pages 4 and 17 and 
18 of the lavs of 1861. 


* Besides ovr cwn judgment the following are some of the reasons 
for believing the laws invest us with the power to seil : 


“Phe Commissioner of the General Land Office, in instructions in 
possession of the Register, (Hon. A. A. Denney) sets forth ‘that in case 
of grants, if any further legislation is had by Congress, it dates back to 
the time of the grant’ We are informed that this question was discussed 
by the last legislature, and agreed to with remarkable unanimity. ' 


** We have hed the sanction and assistance of the Surveyor General's 
Register and Receiver's office. The former Acting Governor, (Hon. H. 
M. MeGill) drew our bond, and did not intimate any objection. Legal 
gentlemen have taken lands in this way, The acutest and most eagle- 
eyed Mill Companies have purchased extensively, and have no hesitation 
in doing so. Besides what injury can it work? It is clear that we have 
power to select—that Congress will approve the selections there can bg 
no donbt, for we have not taken minerals or salines. The Territory will 
not ignore its own acts. Hence, when the lands are selected, Congress 
will ratify, and the Legislature, by one act, will ratify the sales. f 


“The lands are entered upon the land records as " University Lands,” 
cnd the officers of Government will not allow sales again of the same 
fonds. ‘That uneasiness could be produced and even trouble, if men in 
high stations should persistently strive for that purpose, we do not doubt. 
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. Bat if such will use their oe if anything is lacking, it will be 
promptly supplied.” I 
We respectfully suggest that you continue a board of commissionera 


to complete the work of selecting next year, and empower it to guard the 
lends against trespass. 

That you continue sales as at present, or upon time with interest, at 
the option of the commissioners. Before acting in reference to our work, 
you come upon the grounds and examine the whole affair rigidly. 

That you give friendly legislation to organize the school and make it 
a credit and blessing to the Territory. The school is weeded, as there is 
none of a high grade in the Territory. 

That you ratify the acts of the commissicners in the pecan and 
sale of the lands. 

That you order the taxes upon the sold land to go to the University 
school fund. This will be better than to have kept the land in view of 
advance in value. 


That you call the attention of the benevolent to the institution, that 

they may be induced to remember it in their benefactions and bequests, 
, Memorial Congress to ratify our selections if it is needed. 

Allow corrections io be made by the commissioners next year, if any 
have occurred. "To err is human. 

. After finishing present contracts, making any necessary improve- 
ments, and obtaining necessary apparatus, the funds from the sale of lands 
ba irredncable, except at the instancce of the board of directors that may 
bs appointed, the interest, taxes and donations to support the school. . 

If in your judgment it is best to change the policy essentially, you 
aliow-nat least three months to close Contracts, have bills rendered aud 
paid, and everything properly analyzed and arranged. Anything short 
of this will be likely to injure the interests of the eee as well as alle 
couimissioners aud other parties. 


‘We are fally satisfied it will be better for the University for all the 
lands to be sold at an early day, as the taxes and interest upon the money, 
will be worth more than the rise in theland. After completing everything 
begun, at least one half of the grant of Congress will remain. for an 
endowment fund ;—the interest upon this at ten per cent. per annum, 
will make the sum of three thousand and five hundred dollars yearly, be- 
cide the taxes. The Territory needs the facilities thus offered for educa- 
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tional purposes now. Hoping you in wisdom will give efficiency to the

NOTE BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE BOARD. 


I have charged three dollars per day actual service and positive oz- 
penses, in all some 600 dollars. 

l The 285 85-100 dollars as mentioned in our report of commission- 

ers’ expenses, is part of that amount The balance I charged to Univer- 

sity fund account. The propriety of this under the law was doubtful. 

The following are reasons for so doing : 

The 150 dollars drawn in Territorial warrant for services of Mr. 
Lodge, he did not take. I paid him in cash from my own funds. And 
so of the 50 dollars for A. M. Poe, and the 25 00 for the “Northwest.” 
Beside I cashed 2 warrant of upwards of 100 dollars for Mr. Carr, to 
enable him to carry on his part of the work, and have had to pay in money 
traveling and tavern bills, and have as yet not received one cent in cash 
from the treasury. Much of my expense I regard as part of the cost of 
building and improving cs truly as lumber, nails, &c., as it is connected 
therewith, My labors have been excessive, and it seemed proper X should 
have that much in that way. JXf'you do not allow it, Y shall not eom- 
plain, but it will work o hardship to me. In that event X shall draw o 
warrant from the Territory for the balance, and refund to University ac- 
count what I have used. - 

Iam living in the President’s house, the’ propriety of which hes 
been questioned by some. I had to have sn office—had used free of rent 
charge the best room in the house in which I lived till it was sold. Be 
sides, it was necessary I should be on the ground to care for the property 
and look to the general interest of the institution. If you see proper, 
charge me rent, ond I will pay it without s murmur. I moved in abont 
the first of October.

When it was proposed to commence a school in the University bnild- 
ing, there was 2 marked clamor raised. Notwithstanding the much good 
counsel I received free of charge, after mature thought, I still regarded 
it as best. Iam strengthened in that belief after a full trial up to this 
time. We have » No. One school, with arrangements for students from 
oll parts of the Territory. The studies now include the higher mathe- 
matics and Latin. | 

The teacher, Ax S. Mercer, A. B. is thorough in discipline and high- 
toned morality. University funds-ere not used or promised in support of 
the school. 

Washington Territory has reason to expect much energy and efi- 
ciency to the institution from your honorable body, and it is hoped those 
expectations may not be disappoinyed.

Deor Sir:—I exa in receipt of your letter. All the documents re- 
forring te the steam mail route across the Pacific have been forwarded to 
the Chamber of Commerce, San Francisco. The members of 
that body are now engaged in considering s memorial to Congress, 

AoT ` - 
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asking the goverament to subsidize a line of steamers from San Yam 
cicco to Japan ond Chinn, A copy of the memorial vill reach yon with 
this letter. Every document will be sent you, that we think will aid your 
New York Chamber of Commerce in inaugurating” this great commer- 
cial movement of the age. 

This undertaking covers such vast interests, ond’ is: of wo much im 
portance to the government and people of the United States, that it only 
requires afall discussion and a fair understanding of its national import 
onee— of its value to our whole people as well as to our commerce—to 
secure the aid which this mail line requires in its establishment, from the 
iius Governmeut. 

B OGlifornians viow this bellica movement in o light somowhat ifer 
ent, and from a standpoint more near to the source of its produetion than 
your own, to assist in calling a more general attention to the importance 
of this great undertaking, to give o California view of our rights and 
necessities in the case, I have taken leave to reply to your letter through 
the press, as a better means of advancing the interest we all have in 
view. . Who yield of the silver mines in Nevada Torritory is already o 
source of embarrassment here and must soon be felt in the channels of 
trade elsewhere. Gold bars are now the favorite remittance to China— 
even our Chinese merchants will not use silver in their remittances $o 
their countrymen. If embarrassing now, the question arises—How 

aol} we dispose of it when spring sends to us the ecedmulahen now 
making in Nevada? 

Commercial events are now giving such importance to the States on 
the Pacific coast, and so great s prominence to San Francisco as à con- 
mercial city, nnd the accomplished facts of the presen’ ara so far beyond 
the wildest hope of the past, that Californians may be pardoned ever if 
their present hopes should exceed the realities of the future. 

Although it is near two hundred years since the Spanish galleons began 
their regular trips with treasure from Acapulco, across the Pacific Ocean 
to Manilla, so vastly has the wealth of commerce and mining resources 
increased, that we may say the movement is hardly yet ineugurated which 
transports bullion by the shortest and'cheapést route from its place of 
production to that of its greatest demand. 

Although for two thousand years the silver current hos hed om:almost 
uniform set towards India, we have for the first time reached an epoch of 
production when the continuance of that superstition which leads è whole 
people to believe that the buried treasures of this world are available’ 
their depositor in the next, must be looked upon as one of the advan 
ages of commerce. This superstition and the unsettled political ae 
Han of Tadia moet evnlain that sbsorotion of bullion which lotterly has

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averaged forty-three millions per year, end is'one of the reasons why. i6. 
will be more profitable to bave oar gold ond silver current set westward.

ver commands s less price and gold a greater one in their estimation. As, 
before remarked, India has been the reservoir which has swallowed up 
the world’s gold and silver. For some years back, tlie balance of the 
European and American purchases of China goods over their combined 
gales of their own productions and manufactures, have been paid notio 
much in direct shipments of bullion as by the shipments froin - India te 
Chins. The ease with which England has thus paid for the China: gests’ 
needed by her people lias enabled her merchants to lend nearly the Wwiiol# 
proceeds of their sales of England's manufáctured goods tothe riecchdnts 
of other nations, securing its puuctual repayment in London, and is ond 
of the great means by which London has so long waittained its -positiog 
au the financial centre of the world, and the attractive power of so large 
on amount of raw production to Gréat Britain. Where these. unmiontie 
factored productions have not paid’ this debi and bullion shipmetité- to 
London have been made, this bullion" has beew shipped to India; tho 18s 
terest, commission, freights aud exchanges, as well as the henefit of man- 
ufheture, all remaining to her own i poii and with whom i in India the 
money Inst rests. 

. No speculation is now available to say what effect: on yn this round of 
intarests; and exchanges & permanent decrease in the price of eatíon,. its 
eulüvationin Bengal, the opening of the river Yang-tse-Kiang, the j ime 
crease of the commerce of that region, the change of China ‘business, to 
Shanghai ond Hankow, and the better working of the Tartarian, Chinezo 
and Japanese mines, may create ; but to.us it is evident that the’ ‘opening 
of the, China, rivers: fo trade, and other Asiatic commercial movements, i 
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' cònpled with the steady yield of our gold mines, the enormous richness 
of our quicksilver deposits, tho wealth which the silver of Nevada Torti 
tory will add to our export, ond the doily increasing amount of our ogri- 
cultural and manofacturing productions, will render our port in the fue 
ture of the commerce of the Pacific great beyond the imagination of tha- 
present. 

As Californians we are tired of paying for the privilege of trading 
with the other States of the Union from three to five per cent, in lator. 
eat, freights, commissions and exchanges on our payment, of all the buck 
ness we do with them. The sum we have paid in this woy olready 
cmounts to from fifteen to twenty millions of dollars in this early stage of 
our history, and we are rapidly arriving at the conclusion that o better 
investment of our capital may be made. 


As Americans we dislike financial dependence on another country, to 
which we are,daily fornishing the means of our own thraldom ; nor do we 
believe it either just to ourselves or sound in political economy to furnish 
business to the steamers of other nations in the carrying of our mails, or 
that our merchants should be dependent on foreigners for the transmis- 
cion of their intelligence. 


-As Americans we do not think it right our own steamers should be 
compelled to compete with those of other nations without subsidy. The 
~ eustom of other nations is to subsidize their mail steamers, ond Our own, 
in all right ond justice should have the same support. 

Aa Californians, loyal, ready with property ond life to support the 
Federal Union, without one disloyal thought, we must say we have 
ned heen fairly dealt with by the General Government. From our posi 
tioa every movement of our commerce and trade is taxed beyond that. of 
all other States of the Union, without c. corresponding oid from the Gen: 
exal Government in facilitating our communications, which would hava 
Placed vs on om equality with other States. 

Besides the to us useless payment of fifteen millions of dollars of exe 
pense on tho amount of our purchases of them, we have paid their ship- 
owners on inword freights an aggrégate of near fifty millions of dollars— 
O total of sixty-five millions of dollars contributed by California to the 

-prosperity of the other States of the Union, without any benefit to lem 
colf, and that after paying them four hundren millions more for the more 
chandise these ships brought, : » 

As Califofnions wo ask om nmple return for this past ond esie 
catlay, We are well oware thot this is not the time to ask the fulill. 
ment of the oft made promise to open up the great Pacific railroad y bat 
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we do ask for a steam mail line across the Pacific, protection to our coasts 
aud commerce, and such facilities as will enable us to sell our productions 
at their full value, that we may no longer be obliged to pay for doing 
business with the other States of the Union, to. sell our gold and silver 
ab o discount when it should command 2 premium. 

California is likely soon to be placed in a position where she must seek 
—heg, if you will—o market for her productions. Our available mineral 
pradnets will be far heyond any debt on our imports. It may not be too 
much to say that before the close of the coming year the excess will 
be in amount equal to the whole debt of the United States with the Hast 
Indies, say twenty millions. Isitto be supposed that Californians vill 
reat etsy in paying for having this surplus taken from us. In paying our 
debts to other States, we have to this date paid for our remittances as 
one of the things ineviteble; when it comes to paying for getting rid of 
our surplus, a new interest comes in, and none can blame Californians if 
they seek the readiest and best means to make their commodities bring 
their highest value. 


As Americans, with all the pride of country, in truth and loyalty 
we desire to see the old flag on the mail line across the Pacific; we desire 
the influence, aid and protection it will give our commerée in peace, and 
the security it would afford in time of war. We would prefer this exten- 
gion of the world’s steam communications to be made by our own stéath- 
ers; already the English Peninsular and Oriental Line have pushed out 
their steamers to Kanagawa, 1,200 miles towards us; their interest and 
French opposition will soon compel the step farther which the connection 
to San Francisco would make. These steamers are subsidized; the 
Y'rench steamers, I learn from a Calcutta paper, under the new character, 
are subsidized as far as Hongkong. Unless the P. & O. steamers ate to 
"ride as triumphant on the Pacifie as the “ Cunarders" on the Atlantic, 
our Government must make the necessary movement, either with its spare 

navy or its subsidized steamers. 

The commerce and ports of California are too much at risk now with 
the cmount of foreign naval force kept on this and the Asiatic coast, 
without the added risk which would acerue when our most vibe eom- 
mérce is carried on by foreign steamers. 

But without action on the part of our Government, this will be our 
real position, California cannot much longer afford to do business at the 
present rates ; she can still less afford to pay for sending away her sür- 
plus mineral products. Mercantile necessity will shortly cómpil our State 
to recçive from others what our Government has failed to do for us. ‘One 
fourth the amount we now pay in exchange, if offered to the P. & Q. 
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Company, would divert a branch of their line to our ports, and give us, 
what we desire, an opportunity of regular shipments of our prodections 
to their best markets; and we would find onrselves, like the merchants, 
of the Atlantic States, paying foreign steamers to do the work Americgn. 
steamers might and ought to be enabled to do. 


The mere extension of jurisdiction over our State ; the expenditurc’ 
for fortification, military, postal and lighthouse purposes; tho coast sur- 
vey and survey of public lands, with such adjudication as we have ltcd,. 
should not he accounted as appropriation te California interests, buf to tho 
general interests of the Union; for all share with ns in their bencfitz, 
Being the most vulnerable as well as the most valuable point, and having 
the greatest length of coast, we must be fortified, of we will be, in cose 
of foreign war, at a risk of being lost to the Union ; all the other States 
share in our postal facilities ; and the commerce of the other States—for 

very httle of our commerce is our own—have all the protection and segue 
rity the Government has here provided. Anuy subsidy towards o. steam 
mail route on the Pacific is a concessicn to the general mercantile inter. 
ests of the country. The share California has in it is no more than her 
due ; we contribute largely to the general prosperity; we pay out hard 
coin for their merchandise at the values a paper currency has given them; | 
we pay the freights to their ships for bringing them to us, and then pay 
again for sending the money to them, and do not even grumble at o tariff 
that eonipells end holds aur trade to the other States, as firmly as if we 
were & conquered country. We have no choice where to deal, or any 
left to us; and no reciprocity in trade, for we have no manufactured artie 
cles of export, and very little raw product to exchange with them—none 
that they take exclasively—all we have is as welcome in other markets as 
in theirs. And if our gold and silver is to be classed with other produe- 
tions ond exports, even here there is no reciprocity; for distance, exchange 
ond interest on the one Band, and paper values on the other, gives them 
olwoys near twenty per cent. advantage in all dealings with us. 

So for as the other States are concerned we are a foreign country, 
with o treaty which compels our purchases of 2 certain class to be made 
of them, and our payments all to be made at their valuation of our pro- 
perty. There is no equality or reciprocity in such a trade, and if the 
general government is so unmindful as in this case of general interest, in 
not cecaring an equal currency throughout the. Union, a compensation is 
duo California for this inequality with the other States under which we 
hove co long struggled. This compensation should have long since been 
mode ie more rendy communications, If we cannot trofüc with the other 
States we should at least have a road across the territory of the United 
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States to them; the Overland Mail in part supplies this want, the conti- 
Éenfol"Pelegraph is another step, but to comipléte the chain which vill 

cavd.us interest, insurance and exchanges on our remittances the moil 
ceross the Pacific is necessary. 

‘With this mail established, the merchants of the Atlantic cities ave 
within twenty-five days of their eorrespondentsiu China. By steam and 
telegraph they can learn the arrival and time of lading of their ships-iu 
Chino, and by telegraph to San Francisco, order the bullion remittances 
that wil cover.the value of the lading. "Phe settlement will then be 
made in Wall street instead of Lombard street. New York becomes thé 
“nancial centre fastead of London. Americans take the profit upon ex- 
changes and transport of bullion instead of the merchants of Great 
Britain, and the stream of gold and silver flows in a direct route over thd 
one-fourth of the globe's circumference to its best market, instead of over 
three-fourths, and that by a crooked route to the same destination. 


The East India merchants of the Atlantic cities are already alive to 
fhe value of the continental telegraph in their business operations; already 
advices of purchases of China cargoes and the orders to ship bullion by 
clipper have passed over the line, We may imagine the surprise of 
American merchants in China in receiving by clipper from San Francisco 
advices bat thirty or thirty-five days from New York, and their joy af 
the near prospect of being released from their entire dependance on Fot- 
cign steamers and telegraphs for all their information. 


Commerce does not leave its regular routes without profit, and thig 
early nse of our continental telegraph for eastern business is indicative of 
the mode in which all that business will be transacted when steam belts 
the Pacific. . California, wants this steam line inaugurated, but-it is not & 
matter exclusively for her own benefit; what we desire has an interest to 
the government ina better protection to our commerce and a lessened 
ffaancial dependance on other nations ; to our people in a gheapened cost 
of importation of articles of the first necessity ; to our merchants in & 
relief from paying premium, interest, commission and freights to the in- 
habitants of other lands; and the people of the Pacific coast are inter- 
ested to sell their gold and silver without discount, and turn such tide of 
travel and commerce to our shores as will aid us, and lessen our expense 
in keeping up the lines of steamers with which our communications with 
the other States are now made. 


All this can be done with benefit to our whole people, State and 
government, by such n subsidy to a line of steamers as will encomage 
capital investment and the enterprise necessary to nurse this embryo into 
a mighty commerce. 
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But I fear much our government will not become alive to the valug to 
the notion, of this opening commerce on the Pacific, before forcica oteam. 
chips monopolise the trade os has been done on the Atlantic. That party 
politics will, as in years past, prevent appreciation of California's true value 
ond position to the Union, until a foreign fleet thunders for entrance at 
our Golden Gate, and stops entirely the regular monthlyship ments of 
bullion which our liberal purchases and prompt payments have so long 
made c feature of your trade. 

If once our ports are blockaded our commercial dependence on tho 
other States almost entirely ceases; we only need that stimulant to be 
sslfdependent; the power is with us, aad from the inequality with which 
our trade with the other States is conducted, the necessity is daily moro 
apparent. 

Mail steamers on the Pacific, have become s naval and military as 
well as a mercantile necessity, As we now are, all the fleet which Eng- 
lond has in eastern seas, could at any moment be concentrated on our | 
ports without warning to us. This squadron, combined with that ever 
present on this coast makes an armament equal to the best the United 
States have ever had in one fleet. The consequences to California and 
the country you may imagine } conquered we could not bo, but crippled, 
scourged and blockeded—our commerce ruined and cities burned, who 
can doubt. To be safe we must havea steam navy on the Pacific, of 
Strength enough to raise a blockade, without our waiting for protection 
vie, Cape Horn. The question of value can shortly be answered. I¢ will 
nob require many figures to show that California is worth the cost ; and 
of 5 certainty, no commercial people but our own would have so long 
allowed their government to leave such treasures of commercial oud min- 
erol wealth as California combines within her ports and territory, without 
the application of every element of development and safety.

To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives United Slates of 
America : 


The Chamber of Commerce of Sen Francisco, representing the mer- 
contile interest of California and the American portion of the Pacific 
edast, would respectfully submit to the Congress of the United States, 
that, in their judgment, 2 steam mail across the Pacific, to Japan and 
China, in subsidizing steamers or armed vessels of the Government, by 
which treasure shipments can be made and protected, is a necessity called 
for by the present and prospective extent of our commeree on the Pacific 
ocean. 

“We would respectfally call attention to the fact, that, from our 
position, our whole business, even with the States of our own Union, has 
to be transacted by ocean lines of packets, and that our business has 
heen greatly instrumental in building the American merchant marine to 
its present power and strength. The value of our commerce to the ship- 
owning interests of the Union, may be estimated by the freights paid in 
the city of San Francisco, annually, to inward bound ships, amounting to 
four ond one-fourth millions of dollars, while our out freights of 'eercals 
olone have been equal to the lading of seventy-five medium elippers per 

-—annum. 

* We would also call attention to the fact that our business with the 
other States of the Union, amounting to nearly forty millions of dollars 
per onnum, costs our State for the remittance of treasure one and one 
fourth millions per year. 
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“ And we would, as pfoof of the great and growing importance of 
tho trade of this State, call the attention of your honorable body, to the. 
following statement of the facts having a direct bearing on the establishe- 
ment of the line of steamers herein asked for, . 

“The recent shipments made of our gold bullion to Chino, have 
been received with such favor that » great reduction in the price of Mex- 
ican dollars in this market has been made, decreasing comparatively the 
cent, which will if continnous, amount to near one million per annum, on 
the business of the United States. The fact is thus established that gold 
bullion is a good remittance. The Chinese merchants of San Francisco 
are now exclusively using gold bars in preference to silver, in their remit- 
tances to their countrymen. These facts are indicative that the tide of 
Eastern exchange has already begnn to turn in favor of the gold produc- 
tion of California, and all indications now voint unmistakeably to the con- 
culsion, that, within a few years after the establishment of the line of 
steamers asked for, the entire production of the precious metals of Cali- 
fornia will be absorbed in the East India and China business. 

“That our productions and export of silver and quicksilver will rap- 
idiy increase in amount, and that it is desirable that means should be pro- 
vided by which our silver may speedily and directly reach its best market 
on the Asiatic coast. 

‘Phot a line of mail steamships from San Francisco to China, in . 
connection with the Continental Telegraph, will give to American mer- 
'' chants the advantage of more rapid communication of commereial intel © 

ligence than will be possessed by their Europecn competitors. 

“That the means of regular monthly or bimonthly shipments of 
treasure from San Francisco to China, will have a tendency to make New 
York and San Francisco the turniug points in all exchange which require 

-payments in bullion, and will inerease the financial importance of the 
United States in our relations with other commercial nations. 

“What large amounts of silver produced in the countries south of 
California, are now shipped to Chius by foreign vessels and indirect rontes, 
the freights and profits of which might be obtained to American eom- 
merce by the establishment of 2 China steam mail. 

' Phat the change of routine in our commercial arrangements. with 
Hastern nations, consequent on the growth and commercial importance of 
California, is yearly increasing the number of commercial travellers who ` 
seek their Asiatic destination or return via San Francisco. 

Phat æ line of steamers across the Pacific, while extending and 
strengthing our own commerce, would divert the trade, passengers end 
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commerst of other nations to cur ports, and to the benefit of our shiny 
cnt people. The lines of steamers on the Pacific coast already extend 
fróm Chile to Vancouver Island, which would connect with sud be tih. 
utary to the mail line between California and Chino. ` 


“That elose commercial relations with the Asiatic nations vould 
tend to the growth of a merchant marine and ship building interest on 
the Pacific, that would add greatly to the wealth of the nation in time of 
peace, and to oar strength, safety and power in war. 


“That the wealth of our material resources, the extent of our coast, 
ond our distance from other States of the Unioh renders it imperativo, 
that in peace we should be strengthened, that we may have ability to 
meet the exigencies of war, without that aid from the General Gover. 
ment, of which position may deprive this State. 


“That with the establishment of o steam mail from San roneiseo 
to China, the debt of the United States to Eastern Nations can be paid 
ot great saving to the nation at large, and also at a great saving to the 
State of California, in on increased valve of her gold and silver and 
other export. 


“Thot our shipping and commerce, both onthe American ond 
Aciatie cocst, need the protection and encouragement that an efficient 
steam navy only con give. 

“That Oslifornia’s commerce with China is rapidly i increasing, hav 
ing doubled within the lost year, and there is, in that country a growing 
demond for the production of our fields and forests, which may be foz 
tered into on extensive commerce, 

“That our commercial relations with Japan are precarious, from 
the want of frequent presence of an adequate naval force. 

“That foreign nations are active and persistent in efforts to monop- 
olize the commerce of tha Asiatics, to the detriment of the American 
commerce ou the Pacific. $ 


«Phot the oegregate of tomege arriving at Son Francisco in 1859 
wos 598,681 tons, of which 47,519 tons cleared for Chins, and 18,378 
tons for other ports in the Hast Indies. The arrivols from China 27,814 
tons: from other ports in tho East Indico 18,780 tons, om which the 
feeight values were necr four hundred thonsand dollars, and corgo. values 
$2,628,241, 

“That our import of treasure for the year 1859 wes $516,152; 
and our export of treasure $47,640,462; of which $3,100,755 were 


cent to Chino in forty-five vessels. The omount shipped in 1860, $3,314, 
G80 in thirty-two vessels. 
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"Phot our export of commodities, exclusive of bullion, have ine 
greased three millions within the last year, amounting for tne year 1860 
to $8,532,489 ; of which amount $4, 918,336 were the productions of 
our State. The export of barley increased from 15,000 sacks in 1854 
to 162, 249 in 185%, while our wheat export, from 4,067 sacks, valug 
$14,900, in 1854 reached the valuation of $1, 854,259 in 1860. Our 
export of wool in 1854 was valued at $14,000; in 1860 its valuation 
was $392,502; showing an amount of progress in material interests and 
general wealth, nnder all the disadvantages” of distance from the other 
States and the Central Government, indicative of what our future effort 
vill zecomplish. 

“ That for the protectioa of the American commerce of the Pacific, 
large steamers are not required, and that the cost of naval service on 
this ocean may be much lessened if & portion of the Steamers are en- 
gaged in the carriage of the mails and treasure freights, as such steamers, 
then necessity requires, are at the speedy control of the commander of 
the San Francisco or China naval stations, having the entire naval force 
of the North Pacific within a month's call of the Department, making s 
less force necessary in the time of peace, and creating a readiness and 
efüviency in time of war. 

“That, as a progressive people, we believe it desirable to use our 
steam navy in forwarding the interests of commerce—a desire whichis 
almost e, necessity, from the amount and value, and the dangers to which 
our specie shipments are exposed. 

“ That although this service may be rendered American commerce 
by the vessels of our steam navy, 2 less interrupted service could be made 
by subsidized steamers whose efficiency for warlike purposes may be in- 
sured by frequent official inspection. 


‘“ That our treasure exports are sufficient, not only to pay the annual 
balante of trade due from the United States to Eastern nations, but also 
a portion of that of other nations with whom the United States have 
commercial relations; that, by the shipment of our bullion direct to 
Chine, Americaa merchants will save the exchanges, interest ond com- 
missions they now pay other nations, while our State will save the costs 
we now poy in its transport—amounting in the aggregate to 2 much 
larger sum than the establishment of the mail will cost the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 

“ That a steam mail line from San Francisco to China will be a gen- 
eral commercial benefit to the country; were it exclusively to the benefit 
of Californie, our liberal contribution to the metallic wealth and general . 
business interest of the Union, would make it our due ; but in receiving 
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this aid to our State's interest, California only shares in o benefit to the 
commerce of the whole Union, and of every consumer of Indis-grova 
preduets in our population. i ; 

“Your memorislists svould also say, in conclusion, the mail ling 
ocross the Pacific eannot for many years be established without the aid of 
Government, and that the aid and protection we geek is o necessity tg 
our present commerce, and an enterprise, the great importance of which 
to the United States, can scarcely be overestimated; we therefore pray 
your éarnest and immediate attention to the subject of this Memorial, in 
the confident hope that you will grant the relief asked for by subsidizing ' 
a mail line of steamships from California to Japan and China, or give 
such other relief as may appear for the best interests of the United States 
qud the States of the Pacific coast.” :

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CONCERNING STEAM COMMUNICATION BETWEEN CALI 
FORNIA, JAPAN AND CHINA. 
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To second the efforts of the New York--Ghamber of Commerce, iw 
securing 2 line of Government steamships between California, Japan and 
China, the San Francisco Chamber of Commerce has addressed a memo- 
rial to Congress on the fAject. It commences by stating that in its 
judgment a steamer mail to Japan, and China, in subsidized steamers or 
armed veesels, by which treasure shipments can be protected, is s present 
and prospective commercial necessity. California has been greatly in- 
strumental in bringing the American merchant marine to its present power 
and strength, as the annual freights paid in San Francisco to inward- 
bound ships is $4,250,000, while our out-freights of cereals alone have 
equalled seventy-five medium clipper loads per annum. California pays 
.$1,250,000 per annum for remittances or nearly $40,000,000 to business 
firms in the States. Recent shipments of gold bullion to China have 
been received with great favor, and its highly desirable that our gold and 
silver speedily reach its best market on the Asiatic coast, as such a course 
will prove a great saving to the business of the United States. Such a 
2 line will give America great advantages over European merchants in 

rapid communicction with the Orient, and make New York end San 

Francisco the turning points of exchange to be paid for in bullion. The 
large amounts of silver now shipped direc? to China from Central and 
South American countries would seek San Francisco for conveyauce ; that 
that the number of commercial travelers via San Francisco, to or from 
Asia, is yearly increasing; that a line of such steamers would divert the 
trade of passengers and commerce of other nations to our ports, besides 
extending and strengthening our own, whilst the steam lines from Van- 
couver’s Island to Chile would be spurred forward, and thus in time of 
war, California may be able to fight without the aid from the General 
Government; that our shipping and commerce on the American and 
Asiatic coast requires the protection of a steam navy; that our commerce 
with China has doubled within the last year, and the trade with Japan is 
precarious from lack of a naval force attending it—American merchants 
will save by direct shipment of bullion to China, Exchange, interest and 
commission. These are the principal points suggested in the memorial, 
which goes overland by to-day’s mail.

SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION,

To the Honorable the Legislature of the Territory of Washington: 


‘The act to create the office of Public Instruction makes it the duty 
of the Superintendent to collect all ench information as may be deemed 
important in reference to common schools, especially the number of chil- 
dren; the number and quality of schools, fhe number of scholars iu st- 
tendance; the amount paid for tuition, also, to collect information of the 
number of school houses, and the amount expended from year to year, 
for the erection and repairing of school houses, and all other matters in 
reference to the operation and effect of the Common School system, and 
report annually to the Legislature the information thus collected, and 
suggest such improvements from time to time as the interests of edaca- 
tion may require. : 

Tu aceordance with the above requirements, I submit the following 
report with such recommendations as I deem important for the interests 
of education in the Territory. 

My report, from the nature of the case, will be very unsatisfactory, 
from the fact that our Common School system isnot yet matured, ond 
the act to create county Superintendents does not make it their daty to 
report to this office. ĮI have corresponded with all the county Superin-. 
tendents during the year, requesting of them such information as desired’ 
by law. 

Many of them have responded to the request sent early in the year, 
and their reports can be found in the following pages. Still a number of 
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counties have not beeu heard from. ‘This we regret, because we desire 
to bring before you all the iuformat:on important for proper legislation 
on this subject, but we hope that the future. will perfect what has been 
begun daring the past year. 
We have been enabled to visit a number of schools in the Territory 


and we are gratified to notice the interest on the subject of education . 


among the people. 

Too much ean hardly be said in favor of Popular Education. H 
dissipates the evils of ignorance, which are the greatest hindrances to 
the progress of our free institutions. It increases the productiveness of 
labor in all the industrial pursuits of civilized life. When its appliances 
aro wisely arranged it always tends to diminish pauperism and crime, 
and to promote human happiness. Hence we would urge upon you the 
importance of developing our educational interests. 


SCHOOL LAND. 


+ 


The General Government has very wisely set apart one-eighteenth, 
of the public land for commen school purposes. This, in itself, properly 
managed, will male all our publie schools free. Through the kindness 
of Jared Hurd, Esq., of the Surveyor General's Office, I am put in pos- 
session of the probable amoent of land donated for educational purposes 
in this Territory :

Now suppose this common schcol land is sold at the very low rate 
of fifty cents per acre, and we have the munificent sum of five millions 
eight thousand and five hundred and si@y-nine dollars. If this amount 
be pat at the low rate of ten per cent, interest, we shall have on annual 
income of five hundred and eight thousand and fifty-six dollars and ninety 
cents. 

This sum will pay seven hundred and twenty competent teachers<an- 


nually. 


UNIVERSITY. 


` 


The General Government has given to the Territory, for the endow- 
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ment of a University, 46,080 seres of unoccupied land—hence the land 
may be loeated when it is the most saleable and desirable, in tracts to 
guit purchasers, not exceeding 640 acres in one body. 

Therefore we conclade that the average value of these lands is above 
the minimum price of $1 50 per acre, making a fund not less than $15,- 
000, and possibly, if disposed of judiciously, might amount to donble of 


the above estimate. we think it a wise provision of the Legislature in: 
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land& 

The commissioners of the University lands felt themselves authorized 
after selecting the site of the University and in improving the same, to 
commence the University buildings, and are now nearly completed. 

About one-half of the whole amount donated has been expended. 

We think that the expense already too great for the publie good of 
the Territory. 

In fact, if the matter is well considered, we shall find that we are 

, not yet prepared for a Territorial University. 

We.have reason to believe that there is not a young mania the 
Territory who could pass an examination to enter the University course. 
Hence, where is the propriety of spending all this money? 

There is not in all King county, (the county in which the University 
is located), one hundred children of lawful age to attend even a district 
school. 

Our common schools demand our attention first, then our high 
schools, academies, colleges and universities, but in the above, matters 
are reversed— University first then common schools. 

We feel it to be our duty to enter, officially, our protest against this 
hasty expenditure of our public school funds, 

We hold that public good should never he sacrificed for individual 
interest. 

We have no doubt but that your honorable body will guard well the 
funds donated fer public instruction.

. of them are not worth so much as the name of aschool-honse, The 
f probable cost of these buildings will not amount to the sum of twenty- 

six thousand five hundred dollars. 

As the country is yeb new, and we have just begun to build our 
schcol-honses, we would suggest to the directors of school districts, that 
when you build school-houses, do it well-—make them large and comforta- 
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ble. You may not have to stop in them, but your little ones do. “The 
thing that is worth doing at all is worth doing well" Let us prove thig 
in every school-house we build—let each one be an ornament to the dis- 
trics and the Territory.

* From the very best information I have at hand, there is paid out ans 
nually about $9,638 22 for instruction out of the publie school fond. 


SCHOOL REGISTERS. 


The law requires me to furnish county superintendents with forms 
for the district tr stees and teachers, for keeping their accounts and reg- 
isters, These forms are to be delivered by the several county superinten- 
dents to all the districts throughout their respective counties. This is an 
imporrtant provision, and in fact the only way we can arrive at all the 
important items of our common school system. 

This duty I was unable to perform from want of means to purchase 
sach forms, I hope your honorable body will relieve this office from that 
embarrassment in the future.

Ist. Irecommend that youso amend Section 8, Chapter 11, of 
gseheol law, that the county superintendents be required to repon to this 
ofüce'on or before the first of December of each year. T 

2d. That every chartered institution of learning be RaRa to Fe- 
port annually to this office on or before the first of December the number 
of children, expenses, &e.; in fact every particular of public interest. 

sd. That you so 2 ssist this office that your Superintendent may 
devote his time to the interest of Public Instruction, and that you au- 
thorize him to give certificates of qualification to teachers of ability 
which will endorse them in any county in the Territory. 

4th. As there is some doubt about the légality of the sale of the 
University land, X would recommend that you discontinue the farther sale 
of it for the present. 

5th. That the county commissioners take into consideration the 
gale of some of our common school lands, in order that we may the bet- 
ter sustain our common schools. [See act relative to the sale of school 
Innds ] 

6th, Hon. Wm. H. Wood, Superintendent of common schools of 
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Pierce county, made to me the following recommendations to which I call 
your attention: 

"] would also recommend that section 9 of the school law, page 
807, statutes of 1859-60, be amended by inserting the words, “ali moneys 
which may be then due and to be paid into,” after the word “ of” in the 
second line, so as to read ‘‘ that all moneys which may be then due and 
to be paid iuto the school fund in the county treasury? shall be appor- 
tioned. f would also inquire whether the repealing clause in said act will 
iuclude Section 33 of the Revenue Act, page 388, statutes of 1853-4. 
If so, I would earnestly recommend that it be revived by act of the Leg- 
islature this session. >
